caused no deallm but was fol- 


lowed 
by extensive 
tires which 


closed the mine for more than two 
months. 


The mine had been closed again 


last week because of water scop- 
age. It had been inspected Sun- 
day by slate mine inspectors and 
had been reopened only yc-slorday. 


Two men were injured critically 


in yesterday's blast, and a rescue 
worker also was in a hospital after 
being overcome by gas. Two other 
miners were given first aid for 
slight injuries.

members of a single loading unit: 
which was on the lowest: level of 
Indiana's deepest shaft mine, 4,'!3 
feet underground, and three miles 
east of the tipple. 


Coroner C. C. Cooper said all 


tho bodies were badly mutilated 
and burned. AH were brought out 
within three hours after the ex- 
plosion.

moved quickly to the rescue. 


There were 170 men in the mine 


at; the time, but. other crews were 
not: endangered. 
Joseph N. Potts, 45, safety in- 


spector for the mine, said he was 
working in the area, 50 feet from 
the' scene- of the explosion, and 
was knocked unconscious by the 
blast. He was not injured seri- 
ously. 


"H was a helluva 'blast," Potts 


said. "I don't know what could 
have caused it."

Rabies Council Gives Strong 
Warning to Keep Dogs Home 


A communication from the Ra- 


bies 
Advisory 
Council 
today 


stressed the importance of all dog- 
owners observing the regulations' 
made to stem the spread of the 
disease Common to pets and other 
domestic and wild animals. 


The directive specified that all 


dog. owners are required to con- 
tine their animals to their own 
premises or keep them under con- 
trol by a leash; also, that any dog 
warden or other person will not. be 
held liable for damages in confin- 
ing or destroying a dog. found 
running at large provided all the 
facts relating to the incident are 
reported 
immediately 
to 
the 


health department. •• 


Here is the communication re- 


ceived by The Freeman today. 


Since a number of dogs still are 


being permitted to run at large, 
the Ulster County Rabies Advis- 
ory Council wishes to clear up the 
apparent misunderstanding which 
exists concerning the status of all 
dogs in Ulster county _under the 
present rabies quarantine. 


Under the Public Health Rallies 


Law all dog owners are 'required 


to confine their dogs to their own 
premises, except: under the fol- 
lowing two conditions: a dog may 
be taken out on a leash only i£ 
accompanied by an individual cap- 
able of controlling the dog; and 
secondly a dog may be taken on 
another 
person's property 
only 


with the property owner's consent. 


All dog wardens throughout the 


county have been notified concern- 
ing thes.e regulations of the Pub- 
lic Health Law. Therefore, it is 
entirely within the jurisdiction of 
the dog warden and it is his duty 
to confine or if necessary destroy, 
any dog found running at large. 
Further, the Public Health Law 
specifically states that dog own- 
ers who allow their dogs off their 
premises are liable for thjs vio- 
lation. 


Any dog warden, or any other 


person who finds it necessary to 
corifine or destroy a dog found 
running at large in violation of the 
present rabies quarantine, will not 
be held liable for damages pro- 
viding the incident: and all the 
facts relating to the incident, are 
reported immediately to the local 
health department commissioner.

"He was consulted and that'i 


all I have to say. I'm not going 
to quote him on it." 
The G.O.P. decision to give top 


priority, to civil rights legislation 
instead of to the 
anti-inflation, 


measures asked by Mr. Truman 
was announced in a joint state- 
ment by Senate and House lead- 
ers. 


After blasting the special -ses- 


sion call as a "political maneuver" 
in Mr. Truman's election 
cam- 


paign, the Republican chiefs prom- 
ised "consideration" of the Presi- 
dent's proposals and plans to wind 
up the session "as soon as possi- 
ble."That means, members said, witji- 
in a few weeks.

Take up in the Senate—perhapa 


today but probably tomorrow—an 
anti-poll tax bill already passed by 
the House and fiercely opposed by 
southern Democrats.

for anti-poll tax, anti-lynching and

What if both Boston teams should be 


pennant winners -this year? It would be the 
first time Boston ever had the World Series 
all to Itself. And with both teams work- 
ing from high averages in World Series com- 
petition, It might be such a series as is sel- 
dom seen. 


GOVERNMENT INSURANCE 


An estimated hundred billion dollars of 


National Service Life Insurance has been 
allowed to lapse by World War II veterans. 
These lapsed policies are partly responsible 
for the surplus, variously placed at one to 
two billions, in the insurance fund in the 
fed- 


eral treasury. 


The excess money, which has been draw- 


Ing treasury Interest, Is to be distributed 
within about a year in dividends to veterans. 
Each veteran will receive a dividend based 
on the amount of premiums paid. The aver- 
age dividend is expected to be about $100. 


Doubtless many policies were defaulted be- 


cause of the pressure of high living costs on 
the veterans. In other cases carelessness 
may be the explanation. The lapsed NSLI 
policy is not gone forever. It may be rein- 
stated by the veteran, but beginning August 
1 qualification by physical examination is 
required.

When the Temporary Chair- 
man of the Wallace's convention challenged Presi- 
dent Truman to issue an Executive Order abollsh- 
Imc Jim Crow In the armed forces, ho put his finger 
on Truman's hypocrisy. For whereas Truman de- 
mands that Congress abolish discrimination in 
this country by law, he had not dnrcd to abolish 
discrimination where the law already permits him 
to do It at his own» discretion. And he had not 
dared to do it until politics intervened, because 
he knew that in a time of national crisis, such an 
act would imperil, the national defense. 
When Wallace and his cohorts issue such a 
challenge in our present peril, they strike not 
at Truman but at the United States, Just as Tru- 
man's convocation of Congress for this purpose, 
in special session, strikes not at Dcwcy but at 
the United States.

tAIN IN THE NECK 


When an attack of sciatica—pain in lower back, 


hip, .back of thigh and lower leg—occurs the first 
thought now is that it is caused by a rupture or 
crushing of one of the fibrous discs or cushions 
between two of the bones of the lower part of the 
spinal column. A» a matter of fact, most physicians 
still believe that Infection—tonsils, teeth, gall blad- 
der—is the commonest cause. 


One test as to the cause of sciatica is that if 


the pain is worse at night, when the patient is at 
rest, infection is the cause whereas if the pain is 
worse when the patient is on his feet, injury or 
pressure due to poor posture is the cause. As, how- 
ever, injury can be followed by infection ajid in- 
fection seeks a weak spot, Injury and infection can 
both bo present und upset the above rule. 
It is interesting to learn thut while most cases 


of ruptured discs occur nt the lower end ot the 
spinal column causing low buck pain unct sulullcii, 
the same condition, a ruptured disc, cnn occur at 
the upper end of the spinal column—that is, in the 
neck. And just as pain occurs in the lower end, so 
also does it occur in the upper end. Instead of the 
pain b«lng in the back and leg, the pain occurs in

The responsibility for adequate street 


lighting rests squarely with the community 
concerned.

Away from city limits, on roads which are 


not artificially lighted, responsibility rests 
with individual travelers. Automobile head- 
lights giving the same visibility as normal 
daylight have not been Invented, and mo- 
torists must make allowances accordingly.
